two brothers. The nature of the punishment—hard labour, soli 
confinement, or money penalty—had to be accurately described. 
The managers afterwards published a notice stating that the 
number of coupons which they had received was enormous and 
that more than a day had been required to add up the votes. 
In the case of Madame Humsezrt and her husband, a 
majority of the votes was in favour of a verdict of guilty. e 
cannot be surprised that M. Lazort, the eminent advocate who 
conducted the defence of Madame Humszrrt, referred to this 
competition in his speech for the defence and described it as an 
effort to pervert the conscience of the jury. The Advocate- 
General observed on the part of the prosecution that this 
competition had met with universal reprobation, and that the 
Public Prosecutor had been instructed to inquire whether the 
French law ng ge any means of punishing those who were 
responsible for it.

under order 14. Rule 6 of that order provides that “leave to 
defend may be given unconditionally or subject to such terms 
asto giving security or time or mode of trial or otherwise 
as the judge may think fit.” An order was made by the 
master and affirmed by Pamimokrz, J., giving the defendant 
leave to defend upon giving security for the amount claimed 
to the satisfaction of the master within a certain time. The 
master was not satisfied with the security tendered, and ordered 
that the plaintiffs should be at. liberty to sign final judgment. 
Thereupon the defendant appealed against the decision of the 
master as to the security, and the matter ultimately went to the 
Court of Appeal. With regard to reviewing the decision of a 
master there is a well-recognized distinction between cases 
where the master acts as an officer of the court and those 
in which he acts as a person specifically appointed by 
statute to perform a particular duty. Thus under section 52 
of the Lands Clauses Act, 1845, the costs of an inquiry 
before a jury are to be settled by a master, and there 
is consequently no jurisdiction in the court to review 
his taxation: Owen v. London and North-Western Railway Co. 
(L. R. 3 Q. B. 54), Re Sandback Charity Trustees and North Staff. 
Railway Co. (3 Q. B.D. 1). In the present case the question 
was similar. Was the master appointed to decide upon the 
suffici eney of the security as an officer of the court, or was he 
_— rf designated for this purpose by the judge? The 
urt of Appeal took the latterview. ‘I think,” said MaTuew, 
L.J., “the effect of that provision ””—ord. 14, r. 6—“ is to give 
power to the judge to impose as a term that security shall be 
given, and to designate a person to ascertain whether the

A coop illustration of the extent to which debentures are to 
be treated as a floating security is afforded by the decision of 
Jorcr, J., in Edward Nelson § Co. (Limited) v. Faber & Co.

On THe other hand it was argued that the debentures of the 
bank ceased to be a floating security so soon as default was 
made in payment of the money on the due date, and that there. 
upon they attached as a specific charge on the goods sold to 
the defendants or on the price of such goods due from the 
defendants; or that, at any rate, they so attached at the date 
prior to the actual appointment of a receiver when the bank 
intimated to the company that they gm to enforce their 
security. To this argument, however, Joycs, J., declined to 
accede, and there are certainly strong dicta against it. In 
Biggerstaff v. Rowatt’s Wharf (Limited) (1896, 2 Oh., p. 101), 
Linpuzy, L.J., referred to the principle “that a company can, 
until the debenture-holders interfere, carry on its business as if 
the debentures did not exist.” And in Governments Stock, §e., 
Investment Co. v. Manila Railway Co, (1897, A. C., p. 86), Lord 
MacnacuTen defined a floating securityin the following terms: “A 
floating security is an equitable charge on the assets for the time 
being of a going concern. It attaches to the subject charged m 
the varying condition in which it happens to be from time to 
time. It is of the essence of such a charge that it remains 
dormant until the undertaking charged ceases to be a going 
concern, or until the person in whose favour the charge is 
created intervenes.” “The int, therefore, is that there must be 
an actual intervention hy the debenture-holder for the purpose 
of enforcing his rights before his floating security ceases to float 
and crystallizes into a fixed charge on the assets of the company. 
The fact that the due date for | darn has passed is not 
enough, nor is it enough that the debenture-holder has threat- 
ened to enforce his security. He must actually do so by the 
appointment of a receiver or otherwise. In the present case 
this had not been done before the defendants had acquired the 
right to set off their debentures against the price of goods 
supplied to them, and hence they had a good defence to 
the claim for such price as against the holders of the prior 
debentures.

The Determination of a Tenancy 
for Breach of Covenant. 


Ay interesting question as to the effect of the commencement of 
an action to recover possession in determining a tenancy was 
decided by the Court of Appeal in the recent case of Serjeant v. 
Nash, Field, Co. (1903, 2 K. B. 304). In 1896 A. demised 
certain premises to B. for a term of thirty-five years. The 
lease contained a covenant that the lessee would not “ assign, 
underlet, or part with the possession” of the premises without 
the consent in writing of the lessor, such consent, however, not 
to be unreasonably withheld if the proposed assignee or under- 
tenant was a respectable and responsible person. The lease also 
contained a proviso for re-entry on non-payment of rent or 
breach of covenant. In 1897 B., with A.’s consent in writing, 
assigned the lease to O., and at the same time B. became yearly 
tenant under ©. O. mortgaged the premises to D. by sub- 
demise, but the lessor’s consent was not obtained. D. 
died, and her executors, upon the interest falling into 
arrear, appointed a receiver under the Conveyancing Act, 1881. 
Notice of this appointment was served on B., and by the notice 
he was required to pay to the receiver the rent accruing due from 
him as yearly tenant. Accordingly B. paid to the receiver the 
rent due at Midsummer, 1901. In the early part of that year

In the former case it was laid down that 
where there is a ground of forfeiture and the lessor has by some 
unequivocal act, such as bringing ejectment, expressed his 
election to treat the lease as determined, this election is final, 
and the lease is not afterwards revived by a distress for rent. 
In Grimwood v. Moss’ Wi1xs, J., referring to Jones v. Carter, 
said: ‘‘I entirely agree that the true principle upon which that 
decision was founded was, that the bringing of the action of 
ejectment is equivalent to the ancient entry. It is an act un- 
equivocal in the sense that it asserts the right of ion upon 
every ground that may turn out to be available to the party 
claiming to re-enter.” And in the same judgment the learned 
judge pointed out that the action of ejectment is peculiar in that it 
does not require the plaintiff in the first instance to set out his title. 
After referring to the difficulties which might arise if this was 
required, he said: “It was therefore considered, when the 
Common Law Procedure Act was framed, that having regard to 
cases where such difficulties might arise, and especially to the 
case of landlord and tenant, it was better not to provide for any 
statement of title which, by reason of its specific character, 
might endanger the right of a person entitled to recover. . . . 
The law does not insist on any count in which the. title is set 
forth, nor on any partiulars of breaches unless the defendant 
demands them; but if he demands such particulars he can 
obtain them after appearance, and in some cases even before. 
Until, however, he applies for such particulars, the cause of 
action is at large, and the action is to be considered as brought 
in of the landlord’s right to re-enter for any previous 
br of covenant which can be proved.” 

Under the present practice the procedure in an action to 
recover possession of land is, as Cotzms, M.R., observed in 
Serjeant v. Nash, Field, & Co., the same up to the delivery of the 
statement of claim. Thus a landlord who issues a writ is not 
bound to specify at once the ground of forfeiture upon which he 
relies. The commencement of the action assumes, of course, 
that there is some existing ground of forfeiture, and in due 
course it must be disclosed. But the mere fact that the landlord 
has claimed possession in this way shews a final election on his 
part to put an end to the tenancy upon some ground of forfeiture, 
and, subject to a ground of forfeiture being duly proved, the 
tenancy is forthwith determined accordingly. ‘It is true,” said 
Cotins, M.R., in the present case, “‘ that the rights of the parties 
were not determined by the issue of the writ, and could not be 
finally determined until the result of the action was known; but 
that consideration does not affect the fact of the election of the 
lessor to treat the lease as at an end, subject to proof that 
there had been a breach of covenant which entitled her to do 
so.” As to this there was no real doubt, though it was, indeed, 
suggested that the covenant against underletting without 
consent only referred to an underletting with a change of 
possession. If this were so, of course the same reasoning 
would apply to an assignment by way of mortgage, and an 
extremely unnatural construction would be given to the 
covenant, In fact, the mortgage by O. was a breach of 
covenant for which the lessor was entitled to re-enter, and the 
issue of the writ in September, 1901, determined the tenancy. 
Consequently after that date the interest of the mortgagees 
was gone, and the distress for the rent which accrued due at 

i , 1901, was wrongful. 

There was the further point that after the tenancy under the 
lessor had thus det@rmined, B., the under-tenant, had paid the 
Michaelmas rent to the receiver, and hence it was argued that 
he was estopped from disputing the title of the receiver as to 
any future rent. But, as was pointed out in the Court of 
Appeal, this overlooks the fact that a tenant, although in general 
estopped from disputing his landlord’s title, is not estopped from 
shewing that the title has determined.

Mayne’s TREATISE ON DaMAGES. SEVENTH EpitTion. By Joun D. 
Mayne, Barrister-at-Law, and Lumiey Sairu, K.C., Judge of the 
City of London Court. Stevens & Haynes. 


_ Mr. Mayne’s work has become the standard text-book on the 
important subject of damages, and with the able co-operation of 
Soles Lumley Smith its position in this respect seems to be well 
secured. As the recovery of damages is the ordinary object of an 
action at common law, it is not suprising that the question of the 
ascertainment of the amount recoverable should be the subject of a 
growing body of decisions. At the outset, of course, we have—for 
cases of contract—the rules in Hadley v. Baxendale (9 Exch. 341), 
which the editors discuss at length in connection with subsequent 
illustrative decisions, but the circumstances of special contracts call 
for special treatment. One of the most interesting of these is the 
contract for sale of land, in which, as finally settled by Bain v. 
Fothergiil (L. RB. 7 H. L. 207), a purchaser can recover no damages 
due to the contract going off through defect of title. For actual 
default of the vendor in completing he can, however, recover damages, 
as the recent case of Jones v. Gardiner (50 W. R. 265; 1902, 1 Ch. 
191), which is duly noted, shows. On the damages recoverable for 
breach of covenants for title, Turner v. Moon (Joyce, J., 1901, 2 Ch. 
825) is an important recent decision ; and in regard to the liability 
of a lessee on his covenant to repair reference has now to be made to 
the House of Lords’ decision in Ebbetts v. Conquest (1896, A. C. 490), 
the effect of which is here fully stated. In respect of actions of tort 
one of the most interesting questions of recent years has been the 
possibility of recovering da: for injury arising from mental 
shock, a question which in Dulieu v. White (1901, 2 K. B. 669) was 
answered in the affirmative. The present edition appears, so far as 
we have observed, to have been carefully brought up to date by the 
inclusion of the above and other cases, and will doubtless sustain the 
high reputation of the work.

dated the 23rd of May, 1902, to hire the vessel for the purpose ~* visiting 
the Naval Review proposed to be held in connection with the Coro..ation 
celebrations last year, or to recover such damages as they had suffered 
owing to his refusal to perform the contract in consequence of the 
abandonment of the review. The defendant denied that he was liable 
pay the sum in question, or any damages sustained by the plaintiffs, m 
the ground that there had been a total failure of consideration, and counter. 
claimed for the return of £50 paid by him on account. The facts, which 
were not in dispute, were as follows: The — are the proprietors of 
several steamers plying between Gravesend and Herne Bay, and, am 
others, of a vessel known as The Cynthia. In May of last year th 
defendant, after negotiations with Mr. Jones, a director of th 
plaintiff company, entered into a written agreement of the 234 
of that month, which was in the following terms: ‘‘ Zhe Cynthia 
to be at Mr. Hutton’s at an approved pier or berth a 
Southampton on the morning of the 28th of June, perils of the sea, &,, 
permitting, to take out a party not exceeding the number for which the 
vessel is licensed, to the position assigned by the Admiralty, for the pur- 
poses of viewing the Naval Review and for a day’s cruise round the Fleet; 
also on Sunday, the 29th of June, for similar purposes ; owners to provide 
crew, coal, and all necessary assistance. Mr. Hutton to pay all tolls, pier 
dues, &c. Owners to have the right of ten persons above crew, &c., on 
board. Price £250, payable £50 down, balance before ship leaves Herne 
Bay.’”’ In pursuance of this contract the plaintiffs fitted the vessel for the 
trip, and supplied her with anthracite coal and other necessaries. Upon 
the news becoming known that the Coronation would be postponed the 
plaintiffs wired to the defendant asking him what he wished to do; but, as 
they received no reply, with a view to minimizing the loss which would be 
incurred, they arranged that The Cynthia should run again on her ordinary 
route from Gravesend to Herne Bay on the days to which the agreement 
with the defendant referred. It was agreed that the loss sustained by the 
plaintiffs—being the difference between the earnings of Zhe Cynthia on the 
days in question and the price at which she was let to the defendant—was 
£110. Grantham, J., in delivering judgment, said that looking at the 
contract he had to see whether or not the plaintiffs had fulfilled their part 
of the contract. He did not think that they had, because the money was 
not to be paid until the ship left Herne Bay. As a matter of fact the ship did 
not leave Herne Bay, and he had to determine the matter according to the 
strict legal view of the contract. The plaintiffs themselves determined the 
contract, because, without getting the defendant’s authority, they took 
the boat to which the contract applied and sent her somewhere else. It 
seemed to him, therefore, that the plaintiffs were not entitled to recover 
the £200 sued for. There would, therefore, be judgment for the defendant 
on the claim and for the plaintiffs on the counterclaim, it being now 
admitted that the defendant could not recover the £50 actually paid over 
by him. The — appealed. 

Tue Cover (VavcHan Wituiams, Romer, and Srmuro, L.JJ.) allowed 
the appeal. 

Vavenan Wriiuiams, L.J.—As I understand this contract, this steamer 
was placed at the disposal of the defendant for the two days, just as much 
asin acharter-party a ship is placed at the disposal of the charterers, 
The defendant had two objects in view—first, to take people to see the 
Naval Review ; secondly, to take them the next day round the Fleet. Itis 
said to be a legitimate inference that the happening of the Naval Review was 
contemplated by both parties as the basis and foundation of the contract. 
On the contrary I think that when this contract is rightly regarded the 
purpose of the defendant, whatever it was, is not the basis and foundation 
of the contract. I do not think there is any advantage in attempting to 
define the circumstances which might or might not constitute the happen- 
ing of a particular contingency the foundation of a contract. The result 
is that the decision of Grantham, J., cannot be supported, and the appeal 
must be allowed. 

Romuvx and Srinuuxo, L.JJ., delivered judgments to the same effect.—

The surveyors charged for ‘‘ Negotiating new lease, 
instructing solicitors, and generally engaged in this matter.’? The master 
has allowed an apportioned part of the amount charged. I have no 
a whatever of any work done by the surveyors for which the 
essee ought to pay; the surveyors did not even put the plan on the 
lease ; a tracing, coloured green, of the land to be let is referred to in the 
letter of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of the 11th of July, 1902, 
before the agreement was come to, and the bill of costs of the solicitors 
contains in the item ‘Printers’ charges” the amount charged for 
placing the plan on the lease. Under these circumstances, the
